Tho socoiul report of the London com- 
miaaion appointed to report on the do 
, preuiotr;df trade^ although it coutains a 
qUBOtity of valuable information, ihows 
at the sAino tima that the inquiry into the 
caiideo of ooiniiiurcif.I unJ industrial du- 
prosaioii ia only in the preliminary ?tnp;ea. 
Moat of tho witneaaos thus far examined 
favor free trade, and seani to regard it aa 
the ultiinuto and true aolution of4he dif- 
fiisuUies now. apparent. Iron .and- ,ooal 
traders complain that the fall of priAes^in 
theae oommoditioa haa not been accom- 
panied by a reduction of latorual rates of 
transportation, at) that thoir loases are 
much heavier tlirtn they juatly ought to 
bo. They ur^o upon tho tcommiaaionera 
that tiie railtrays ougnt to be induced to 
reduce thein freightage, ' (particularly as 
the present fiKufea do not compare at all 
favorably with th.)9u which obtain on the 
coDtiiiunt. 'I'ho lOiiylish cliarge for the 
transport of pig irciii, for e.xatnple, ia one- 
third over the GiTinaii ciiarge, while the 
rate on wire is double that which ia 
charged in Gurnmny. On coal the freight- 
ago ia leas, but in the majority of cases, 
including more than half the commodities 
in tho Encliah- market, the tariff in Eng 
land eicoeda tho foreign tarill'a on tlie 
satne goods. 'I'hii caunea intenae diaoon- 
tent among l^ritiah mnnufacturera and 
dealera, and tiiia fact is about all that the 
investigation of the coiuniisaion haa do- 
veiopod up to Ihia time.

BOOMING ALASKA. 

A Descriptiou of the TXew Gold 
rtliuliiK Ccuti'e.

Cbairleavfiaiioflki In a reoont article on 
"Alaika'a Mineral Wealth," saya that the 
largest atamp mill in the world is now in 
active operation on Douglas island, oppo- 
site Juneau; and ia turning out §60,000 
buUion^Der month. It oariiaa 120 stamps 
and' WdrKB the , whole year rouud. The 
ore comes right out of the aide, of the 
mountain, wni^^rS|«. abrapi]y^from the 
ocean, and is shot down an molined piano 
to the stamp mill, where it is treated, and 
vessels drawing twenty feet . of water can 
lie right alongside tho rocks of the natu- 
ral shore and receive their freight not a 
hundred yards from the mill. The primi- 
tive foreat clothes tho alopos of the moun- 
tain iFrom ba*e .to summit, and fuel is all 
around ia intimate proximity. No pl.mt 
of such value was ever eructed oi* operated 
at so cheap a cost. It is said the outlay 
was ^500,000, and that $16,000,000 has 
been refused for tho property. It is a 
low-grade ore, yielding S5 to $100 per 
ton of quartz. No atock is for sale. The 
first gold briok came out laat July and 
weighed 207 ouifces.^ "In August Hlfe out- 
put was bqual to ?GO,000, and the mill is 
now reported to be running up toS7B,000, 
with improving prospects. It is said that

who is one of its principal atockholdora, 
is adding $250,000 a year to his income 
from ita output. Right alongside of this 
mine, in continuatioti of the sam6 ledge_ 
or formation, ' is theXTreadwell claim,' 
owned largely by San Francisco parties, 
which is supposed to be equally rich in 
ore. Its shares aro at a very high pre- 
mium, although the mine is not develop- 
ed, il^ext year machinery will be aet up 
by aome one on a scale ' . ' 

EQUAL TO THE DOUOL.VS PLANT. 

On the mainland, juat across the channel 
from Douglas islaud and six miles back 
frotn the abo.ro, in the heart 
tains^ ia Silver Bow Baaiii, Where tKere 
are stores, blackamith shops, boarding 
houses and tenements for a large commu- 
nity engaged in placer mining, who turn 
out $20,000 bullion every month from May 
to October. The altitude is ao high thrtt 
the winters are, very long. The lower 
mouQtaina, however, are ordinarily clear 
enough of snow for proapecting in April.

expensive viaduct an^hyaAalio appar- 
atus, "rasters," boae, pans aud iron con- 
duits ten incheo in diameter in place all 
over the baain and up tiio sides of the in- 
closing mountains to tho very snow lino. • 
Several tunnels have been driven into the 
quartz ledges, which yield a fair supply of 
gold. Olaim* .havis been staked out 
every??here. Lead o'f the richest kind ia 
found in big nuggets, as well aa gold. I 
have myaolf broken open large chunks of 
quartz which seemed to promise nothing, 
and been surprised at the richness of 
their revelations. 

The first discovery of gold in the vicin- 
ity of Sitka' WM'triade byCa'^Boldier named 
Doyle, in 1871? ' In 1872 atringera of 
quartz wore found at Indian river, one 
mile from town, and in the niountaina, 
back of Silver bay, ten miles from town, 
and tho Haley & Milletitch ledge, the 
Bear ledgs 'aud the Upper ledgs -anocoa- 
aively came to light. On December 9:h, 
of that year, the firat blast over made in 
Alaska quartz was exploded, and from tho 
rocka thrown up by it about SCO worth of 
gold WLa obtaiiiod. On Christmas day 
the Stewart ledge was discovered. The 
next year, in 1873, two mining companies 
were forined of navy ofiicers and citizens 
of Sitka. It 1877 tho Lower ledge passed 
into the handa of S>tn Francisco people, 
who orgaiiized the Baranoff Island gold 
and silver mining company. Sitka is sit- 
uated on BaraiuifT island. Thin company 
watered the stock so that outsiders de- 
clined to iaveat, although a abaft which is 
down sixty feet ia In good ore all the way. 
The gold mines of Alaska are doubtless as 
rich aa thoeo of Cariboo and Cassiar, in 
British Columbia, since lha geological 
structure ia the same in all. The rioh< 
uess of Douglas island ia an aasuranpe of 
the reat. _

It is expected that the grand jury, 
which will aHSomblo to-morrow, will take 
steps to indict the owners aw vjell as tho 
keopera of brothels, aa there seems to be a 
growing .detenninatipn in the public mind 
that they mnst no longer be suffered to re- 
main in the heart of the city.

There was a large attendance at the 
public meeting held laat eveaing at the 
city hail.to et^nsider what atepa ahuuld be 
takeiTr to^(^ll:',.thr,attentioa of the Do- 
minion gbVernmenV 'to the neoeaaity of 
poatponipg the execution of B,obert £. 
Sproiile. Mayor Fell waa moTtd to the 
chair, and annoanoed the object of the 
meeting. He beliered that oapitnl pun- 
ishment waa a relic of barbiit<|iai,^iand 
that Sfty ^biktA hence ii^wbuld^waaa'ta 
exist. It was not the teai6Mtiifuf'>T&sns' 
of Nazareth, all whose ways wore merci- 
ful. He condemned an article apperring 
in a ' morning contemporary, aigned 
"Anti-Hutnbug," the "anti" should, he 
aaid, have been omitted. Place the writer 
in Sproule'a condition and probabl v he 
would write differently. In this case there 
are few who . have not grave doubts of 
Sproule^s guilt, > Who^would hang.a dog 
upon such ;'ef Idwif^M : ^iit^li^diimd 
against Sprbule'f^^lTo'kione'ahotitS be left 
unturned to aoe juBt!c<a done him, for 
he believed him the victim of a conspiracy, 
and innocent of the crime of whicii ha haa 
been found guilty. He aakod «that the 
meeting be unanimous in passing the roso- 
luUon which Mr. B. MoNab Stuart would 
mtVj'a'l That gentlemaitoatacad that he had 
tiever had nny ddubt of Sproule'a inno- 
cence. The evidence was perjured and 
unworthy of orodonco. No interference 
with the judges was meant — their buainoas 
waa done, and Sproule'a life rented now 
with the^Bxecutive, and it was the duty of 
the people to apeak to the executive 
througb, public meetings, which waa the 
object of the preaent gathering. He 
wiahod to oaat no reflection on tho jury. 
They bad been misled, but had endeavor- 
ed in-the main to do their duty. Sproulo 
had been convicted on oircumstantial evi- 
dence alone,. and most unsatisfiotory at 
that. The judge had made the tfrongoat 
charge . he had ever heard against the 
prisoner. He referred to tho recent evi- 
donco which has como to light, 
and in moving tho first resolution 
stated that tho desire waa to hare the exeou- 
tiou postponed that the matter miuht be 
fully enquired into to the end that a new 
trial should be ordered. The zeaol'ution waa 
HB follows: ■ *^ "* 

"\Yh8ioas Robert £..Sproale,novdetained. 
in the btimmott gaol 'of the dty 'ot- Vl^toru; ' 
is aantanes'l to be bang«Nl. oiic^the Slh^da^^of 
May instant, and whereas; Oharloa Wolfe, 
one of the principal witnessfrs forthe crown 
when tho case was triad. Las since luado 
oath before a duly qnaiifled Tuoglstrate to 
the effect that he, his brother, Adam Wolfe, 
and several other witnessaa for tho prosoou- 
tion, on whose evidence mainly a conviction 
was Bocnrsd, had perjured thamaelvoii in 
the case, and arranged and planned bifore- 
haui^^e Jalfie endwoa tb«iy\iroiilgl aod di^. 
give, .and'''wherei»:»th«V ttdd dbarles Wolfe 
inlhis;isai£ affidavit declares thai he had 
been bijbe'd to give this perjured evidence 
by an offer ef $600, all hia expensed, and$6 
n ilay during the trial, aud moreover |lireat- 
• led with indlotmenta as being ini-' 
wlioated ' iu the . critua i{ he 
did not do ao; And, whereas, Felicene, 
an Indian, who mot (he condeained man 
about 2 o'clock in tho afterncon on the 
day of tbe murder liaa alao made an affi- 
davit and deolared'tKat^Sj^riaii^ could not 
by any possibility ' have beeb on the spot 
where the murder was committed at tho 
time at which the crime is proved to have 
been perpetrated; And, where?;?, aeveral 
persona, among othem the probate judge 
for Kootonay county, have awcrn that Y. 
T. Wooden, another of the principal wit- 
nesses for tlie prosecution, was not credi- 
ble on oath and bore tho prisoner hatred 
&iid illwill; And, whoroos, this av-idonco 
haa been ivbtainiui only recently, ainoa the 
conviction of Robert E. Sproule and the 
fixing of tbe date for his execution; 

Therefore be it resolved, That, we the 
citizens of Victoria, are of opinion that 
the execution uf Robert E. Bproula ehould 
be postponed, in order to give time for a 
searohing inquiry into this matter, and a 
thorough sifting of thia new evidence, be- 
lieving, aa' we do, that there are good 
grounda for th'nlcing that the aaid R. E. 
Sproulo may be tho viotira of a conspira- 
cy, and that the conviction may 
have been aeoured by perjured and 
unreliable toEtimony. And we further 
call upoi: his worship tho mayor to com- 
mtinicatn by telegraph to tho authorities at 
Ottawa our wishes on thia subject, and iu 
the strongest raanuer possible urge upon 
thom a postpouemcnt of tho execution 
fixed to take place en Thursday noit." 

The resolution >waa seconded by J. M. 
Duval, and carried unauimously amid loud 
applause. 

Eov. Donald Frasor was called upon to 
move the second^refolution, aud in doing ho 
spoke at some length. Ho said be had been 
in the closost contact with Sproule, and had 
had every opportunity to form an opinion 
as to his innocence or guilt. He believed 
him innocent and the victim of a conspir- 
acy. He referred to some matter appearing 
in an evening paper which ho believed was 
calculated to do Sproule an injury, and 
agreed with hia worship the mayor 
that no man should be exoouted on 
such doubtful evidence as bad boon 
brought forward in hia case, After ogain 
asserting in tbe most earnest manner his 
belief in Sproule'a innocence of the mur- 
der of Hammill, he moved: 

"That we, the citizens of Victoria 
further roquoat our provincial govorn- 
mont to use their utmont endeavors with 
tho govetnineut at Ottawa to secure the 
postponement of the eKeontion of Robert 
E. Sproule, aeptenced to. be hanged en 
tho 6th inatant." - • 

The r^Bointion, whiob wtu! seconded bj 
Coun. BoHertaon, was carried unani- 
mously. After a vote of thanks to the 
mayor had boon passed and duly ac- 
knowledged the meeting adjourned,

Mr. Whittier's study is a- small aquaro 
room at the baeii of tlse house, heated by 
an iron stove, and I'lirnlsht^d even -more 
simply than the other rooms. 

On one side ot the study Is a bookcase 
containing some scores of twoks-r-oid 
ones; and on tlie other a small desk, at 
which the poetdoes all his writing. "My 
letters average twenty-live and thirty a 
ilav," ho says, "and when I'm sick they 
accumulate, and tlieu when I got well, 
I make mvseif sick atraui trying to catch 
up with my aiwwr.s to them "-too 
many, it is to bo teurod,' being requosta 
for autoj,'r,ipiis. 

Mr. Wliittku- speaks, as ho does every- 
thing else, 111 tlio New England fashion, 
raiiiiliailv, even carelessly, with a line 
.liMiiocnitlc ludlfferenco to clegaiiclta 
of iiroiuinciatlon and nnished perlod.-i. 

Ui-i poetry has liot been written ut 
any rei^ular time.^, partly l)eeauso he hua 
sulTertid from pulns in the head, which 
I'orced him to write wlion ho could and 
not wlien he would, and partly because 
BO much of his verso has been directly 
, inspired by current events, and sent out, 
almost direct from his pen, to cheer 
the friends of freedom or to chock her 
enemies. 

" I think I was I'orn with a headache," 
he says: and. elnco tlio ollleo of the anti- 
8rairery-papcr'lri''rhiladelphla, of whidi 
he was edft'or, v/ns attacked by a mob 
and burned, ho has only been free from 
pain ac Intervals, : . 

•The. poem cnlle.d "Ichabod!" which 
sKotilii:: alwavs bo ' remembered with 
Bro'wiilng's "Lost Loader," Is periiaps the 
heat example of howvMr. ., Whittier's best 
poetry has sprung straightjftpndihls sym- 
pathy ivith the groat refOrras and roforin- 
ers of his time. ^ 

On March 7, 1850, Daniel "Wobster, 
representing Massachusotta i!iitU.c fienjvtcVi 
made a speech on the slavery question. 
In which, to the amazement and inten-sc 
dlsappdintmont of his frjends .apd. tlie 
;inti-.-iliivery 'party he- gaVe-'hla' assent to 
the FiigitivG Slave tblU-ria'fBieasure lui- 
lliorizing Southern slave owners- to seuu 
their Onoapcd slaves in any free State and 
carrv them biicli; to bondage.
